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This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1. The species of the claimed invention in claims 9-13 regarding a 
semiconductor, e.g., a semiconductor film. Fig. 9A, comprising a doped region and 
carbon atoms including reducing resistance of the semiconductor (film) to less than 4K 
ohm per cm^. 

2. The species of the claimed invention in new claims 20-31 regarding a bipolar 
transistor and associated structures and elements thereof as in Fig. 9B-15, e.g., 
polycrystalline region, single crystalline region, improved electrostatic discharge of the 
bipolar transistor in claim 20, or to increase speed and control breakdown as in claim 
26, collector region, e.g., claim 22 and 28, shallow trench isolation as in claim 23 and 
29, base and emitter contact, e.g., as in claim 24 and 30. Note that this is consistent 
with the restriction in the parent application S.N. 09/683,498, mailed 9/10/02 wherein 
claims 9-13 therein correspond to the semiconductor and claims 1-8 correspond to the 
the bipolar transistor.
